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Challenge accepted 


‘Unlimited’ program saves itself 
by buying the farm - literally

Deedee O’Brien, director of Challenge Unlimited, 
smiles and breathes a sigh of relief. 

“We did it!” she says happily. 

Challenge Unlimited, a therapeutic horse-riding pro- 
gram for people with mental and physical disabilities, has 
met its greatest challenge yet. Members of the non-profit 
organization passed papers to purchase Ironstone Farm a 
week ago Monday, after successfully raising $600,000 to 
seal the deal. 

Ironstone Farm, previously owned by the Donovan fam- 
ily and located on Lowell Street, is home to more than just 
the 28 horses that live there. For 30 years, the farm has 
hosted the non-profit organization that helps disabled peo- 
ple by using hippotherapy — the technical name for therapy 
by horseback riding. 

When the Dono- 
vans announced 
plans to sell the 14- 
acre farm two years 
ago, Challenge 
Unlimited volunteers 
and families swal- 
lowed hard. About 
450 people with dis- 
abilities come from 
82 communities in 
Massachusetts and 
New Hampshire to 
work with trainers 
and ride horses. 

“We realized that 
if we didn’t do some- 
thing, the program 
and the farm would 
be lost,” says

lion — well below the appraised value of $3 million, says 

O’Brien. To keep its end of the deal, Challenge Unlimited 

had to raise $600,000 to cover the down payment and tran- 
sition costs. 

“Tt was quite an undertaking,” says O’Brien.

Smoking is down, but half 
of high-school seniors

Senior Jason Crabb is unfazed when he hears 
that, according to a survey, 43 percent of 
Andover High students smoke marijuana. He 
can even point out where some students smoke 
it during school hours. 

“That’s the big hang-out,” he says, pointing 
to the woods behind the AHS tennis courts. It’s 
less than a two-minute walk from the school’s 
front doors — an easy escape for kids looking to 
dodge a class or two, smoke pot and return 
unnoticed, he adds. 

Not that Crabb thinks drugs are a serious 
threat at Andover High School. “Kids are going 


From alcohol to marijuana to ecstasy, drug 
use seems an accepted part of life for many stu- 
dents at Andover High. All of the students inter-

More than 600 people braved 
the first snowstorm of the season 
last Sunday and competed in the 
first annual Larry Robinson 
Race/Walk to benefit the Dana 
Farber Cancer Institute, say orga- 
nizers. 

Held in memory of former 
Andover High School Principal 
Larry Robinson, who died of the 
disease more than a year ago, the 
event raised more than $28,000 for 
cancer research. The race itself 
raised $15,138 from participants 
and sponsors. Before the start of 
the race, Mark Robinson, Larry’s 
brother, presented the foundation 
with a check of $13,000 of his own 
money as he pledged to match run- 
ners’ donations. 

Attended by Robinson’s widow 
Vicki, his mother Myrna (who

Nothing will change at 
Ironstone Farm as a result of 
the changing of ownership, she 
adds. The Donovans, who 
declined to comment this 
week, will help with the transi- 
tion process. All therapy pro- 
grams will continue on sched- 
ule — something resident 
Bernadette Lionetta and her 
autistic son William were 
counting on. 

William, 3, was diagnosed 
with autism at age 17 months. 
They’ve gone together to Iron- 
stone Farm for therapy ever 
since. 

“On Wednesday mornings 
he looks at me and says 
‘Horse!’” says Lionetta. 

William, who was born pre- 
maturely, has difficulty “multi- 
tasking,” or doing several

things at once, like walking 
and talking, says his mother. 
The weekly half-hour sessions 
have helped him overcome 
some of that. 

“If you look at him, you can 
tell something is wrong,” says 
Lionetta. “(Horse riding) 
helped him learn how to talk 
and make eye contact. It has 
definitely helped his sense of 
balance. If you saw him on the 
horse you'd think he was a per- 
fect child.” 

Horse riding, or hippothera- 
py, helps people with disabili- 
ties primarily by simulating the 
walking motion and strength- 
ening the muscles used as if 
the person was walking on 
their own. There are other ben- 
efits — not so tangible — that 
come with it. 

“It’s fun, they’re on a live 
animal, and they’re learning 
how to control that animal,”

says O’Brien. “It contributes to 
self-confidence and the desire 
to achieve.” 

While the results aren't 
“hocus pocus,” says Lionetta, 
there is something about the 
program that is magical. 

“You see kids walking up 
with walkers and crutches, and 
then they’re on the horse,” she 
says. 

Challenge Unlimited’s pur- 
chase includes the horses, a 
home, two barns and the nec- 
essary equipment to maintain 
the farm, says O’Brien. That 
means the non-profit now has a 
new challenge facing them — 
the mortgage payment. 
O’Brien hopes to start a capital 
campaign to cover mortgage 
payments and future improve- 
ments. 

“We will be continuing to 
fund-raise...” O’Brien trails 
off. “Probably forever.”

Risk Behavior Survey for 
Andover’s middle-school students, 
there’s no fill-in-the-blank spot for 
questions regarding sexuality 
issues, says Dave Nichols, 
schools’ health coordinator. 

The high-school survey asks 
whether students have ever had 
sexual intercourse, at what age 
they first experienced it and 
whether they have ever had 
unwanted sexual contact. 

The middle school survey has 
none of that. 

“Tt’s just too controversial in the 
town,” says Nichols. 

Three years ago Nichols, along 
with the Community Health Advi- 
sory Team (CHAT), designed a 
middle-school survey that did 
touch on the taboo. 

“T said, I'd like to do it just once 
to know if there is something we 
should know about,” Nichols says. 

The survey asked students 
whether they had experienced sex- 
ual intercourse in their lifetime.

About 75 middle-school kids (5.4 
percent) answered “yes.” 

“We didn’t find anything alarm- 
ing that we felt it was necessary to 
keep asking them,” says Nichols. 
In fact, Andover is the only com- 
munity he knows of that has even 
ventured to tackle the topic in a 
survey, he adds. 

That’s the kind of attitude that’s 
got to change, says Andover High 
student Megan Pinksten. Pinksten 
participates regularly in programs 
that encourage communication 
between the middle- and high- 
school students on topics like sex- 
uality and drug and alcohol use. 

“Parents say, “You can't do 
that!’” she says. “Well, obviously 
kids know about that if they are 
doing that.” 

Making Connections is a pro- 
gram where AHS kids get together 
with seventh graders to talk about 
warning signs of a violent relation- 
ship. “They (middle-school stu- 
dents) really respond to it,” says 
Pinksten. 

Parents put themselves through 
a similar exercise, says resident 
Barbara Jezak, a member of 
Andover’s Parent to Parent group. 
The group works to familiarize 
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What should schools ask? 


parents with the issues children are 
dealing with — and to help them 
come to terms with the fact that 
their children could be involved in 
such activities. 

“Sometimes it’s difficult to face 
the difficult issues,” says Jezak, 
speaking as a parent herself. “I 
think that’s a universal part of 
being a parent.” 

Jezak would not have a problem 
letting her children be surveyed 
regarding sexuality questions — but 
not at the expense of the entire sur- 
vey. “I don’t think it’s worth it... if 
including those questions would 
put the entire survey at risk,” she 
says. 

“I think it would be extremely 
eye-opening to find out what's 
going on,” says Deb Burch, AHS 
science teacher and advisor for the 
high school’s Gay-Straight 
Alliance. She’s concerned that kids 
who begin to question their sexual- 
ity at the middle-school level do 
not have the resources they need to 
help with their questions. 

“As we're beginning to hear 
from our own youth, those feelings 
of differences are definitely com- 
ing up when they are in middle 
school. That’s also when (kids) are 
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the most cruel.” 

That kind of teasing can lead to 
other types of “risk behavior” that 
are included on the survey, such as 
drug abuse and suicidal feelings, 
she says. 

About 255 middle-school stu- 
dents said they have seriously con- 
templated suicide, according to the 
survey. About 375 kids said they 
have had an alcoholic drink, other 


than a few sips for religious rea- 
sons. 

Nichols won't rule out surveys 
with sexuality questions in the 
future, but he doesn’t want to do it 
unless he hears from students or 
parents that a serious problem 
could exist.

NDOVER High School students wouldn't 
dream of riding in a car without wearing 
their seatbelts. Only 5 percent of students say 
they don’t. Yet more than one-quarter say 
they've traveled in a car driven by someone 
who'd been drinking. And that’s just one of 
several potentially dangerous behaviors 
revealed by an anonymous survey of Andover 
High students taken last school year. This sur- 
vey revealed disturbing information about the 
number of students — educated about the dan- 
gers of risky activities — who still drink, do 
drugs and have tried to commit suicide. 
There is no joy in reporting or dwelling on 
such information. There is little comfort in 
the knowledge that fewer Andover kids 
engage in risky behavior than do teenagers in 
the average Massachusetts community. 
Nevertheless, such information deserves 
attention. Too often, adults turn a blind eye to 
teenagers’ behavior, saying “It’s not my kid 
who gets into trouble.” Hopefully, the facts 
will open some parents’ eyes to how many 
students are involved. About one-third of the 
freshmen at Andover High last year reported 


smoking marijuana, showing that hundreds of 


middle-school kids have experimented too. 

What can be done? Organizations offer pro- 
grams, but, in the end, it takes the commit- 
ment of the students themselves and the 
involvement of parents. While parents tend to 
be involved with all aspects of their children’s 
lives when their kids are in elementary school, 
many parents back out of meaningful involve- 
ment as kids strive for independence. “Driving 
your kid to soccer practice isn’t necessarily 
time well spent, it’s just moving from one 
place to another,” says Bill Fahey, the town’s 
youth services director, who interacts with 
hundreds of kids each week. “Sometimes you 
need to stop, slow down and enjoy one anoth- 
er — no matter what age you are. But you re 
not going to see that in a survey.” 

Parents and other adults should know that, 
while teenagers may appear to want nothing 
to do with them, they often mimic their 
behavior. Andover is a town that has made a 
concerted effort to stop public smoking. It's 
probably no coincidence that the number of 
kids smoking is dwindling. Adults can serve 
as role models by being conscious O01 their 
own behavior regarding alcohol and drug use 
as a means to relax. They can also take advan- 
tage of the upcoming winter vacation, when 
there is usually more time for adults to con- 
nect with their middle- and high-school aged 
children in a meaningful way.

MVRE vows to fight again, if it must 


Editor, Townsman: 

Merrimack Valley Residents 
for the Environment (MVRE) is a 
non-profit corporation dedicated 
to the preservation and improve- 
ment of the environment, public 
health and quality of life in the 
Merrimack Valley. In pursuit of 
this objective, we have vigorously 
opposed the Nickel Hill power 
plant proposal for Dracut, as it 
would pose a serious threat to the 
natural resources and population 
of our region. After three years of 
presenting substantive, scientific 
arguments at all hearings and 
mounting legal challenges where 
appropriate, MVRE was gratified 
by the withdrawal of the parent 
company, Constellation Power, 
this past May. 

Recently, it has been rumored 
that another developer is contem- 
plating the purchase of the Nickel 
Hill project rights. Should this 
occur, MVRE will rededicate 
itself to opposition of this project 
for the reasons we have long 
asserted; namely, that our overbur- 
dened region cannot and should 
not tolerate the additional pollu- 
tion and risk associated with yet 
another major stationery pollution 
source. If built, this plant would 
emit approximately two million 
pounds of air pollution each year, 
with the maximum ground-level 
impact at the site of the new Cross 
Street schools in Andover and the 
maximum cumulative impact 
point in an impoverished 
Lawrence neighborhood. In addi- 
tion, the plant would consume 
millions of gallons of water each 
day (enough to supply an entire 
community), would create noise 
pollution in excess of traditional 


Department of Environmental 
Protection standards, would rain 
contaminated particulate matter 
over our surface drinking water 
supplies, would cause vast quanti- 
ties of aqueous ammonia to be 
trucked through the region week- 
ly, and cause other environmental 
harm. 

Our communities already host 
a cluster of municipal solid-waste 
incinerators that burn more than 
one-third of the trash incinerated 
in the Commonwealth and emit a 
wide range of airborne toxins. 
Interestingly, Valley cities and 
towns also currently boast elevat- 
ed cancer and respiratory disease 
rates. 

It is MVRE’s contention that it 
would be unconscionable to add a 
major pollution source, while we 
are attempting to evaluate and 
remedy the existing damage. The 
health and well-being of our chil- 
dren, parents, neighbors and 
friends must be a greater priority 
than a corporate bottom line. 

We are proud of our stance on 
this issue and remain steadfast in 
our conviction that any proponent 
of such a major pollution source 
must be deterred. We are grateful 
for the tremendous support we 
have received from the communi- 
ty thus far, and are confident that 
we will unify the community in 
opposition should this project 
threaten the Merrimack Valley 
again.

Educators keeping eye on contact 


Unwanted sexual contact is in sharp decline in Andover

Most Andover High students 
shrug when asked whether pres- 
sure to have sex exists at AHS. “I 
don’t think there’s any of that,” 
says senior Joe Defabrizio. 

But the Youth Risk Behavior 
Survey results say differently. 

Out of 1,600 students at AHS, 
460 kids said they have had sexu- 
al intercourse. About 117 said 
they have experienced sexual con- 
tact against their will. 

The numbers don’t surprise sci- 
ence teacher Deb Burch, who 
remembers a female student who 
approached her in confidence. 

“T said I'd be willing to help her 
report it,” says Burch, referring to 
a “cloudy issue” that involved 
unwanted sexual contact. “Her 
answer was no.” 

The question regarding 
unwanted sexual contact included 
on this year’s survey is open to 
wide interpretation, says schools 
Health Coordinator Dave Nichols. 
On the bright side for Andover, 
the number of students who 
reported unwanted sexual contact 


is lower than the statewide aver- 
age. Compared to Andover’s 29 
percent of kids who admit they 
have had sex, the state average is 
44 percent. About 7 percent of 
AHS students report unwanted 
sexual contact — still less than the 
state-wide report of 11 percent. 

AHS Principal Peter Anderson 
says very few students are 
involved in public male-female 
relationships. 

“Within the school day, I see 
very little, if any, students who 
have formed couples together,” he 
says. “There’s much more of a 
willingness and a desire to be part 
of a group. It’s not just a couple 
going to the movies. They'll invite

four, five or six people to go with 
them.” 

Several students who took the 
survey this year were in middle 
school from 1997 to 1998, when 
Nichols decided to ask the 
younger kids whether they had 
ever had sexual intercourse. About 
73 kids said yes. 

“You wonder if it’s against 
their will when they are that 
young,” Nichols says. 

Likewise, Burch worries about 
high-school underclassmen who 
are dating older students. “It just 
seems that there are a lot of upper- 
classmen boys who are specifical- 
ly going out with the younger 
girls,” she says. “It raises a ques- 
tion.”

statistics from the voluntary Youth 
Risk Behavior Survey, adminis- 
tered every year. Many suggested 
that the reality of drug abuse is 
much higher than the numbers 
tell. 

According to the survey results, 
Andover kids are not a high-risk 
group compared to students 
throughout the state. Fewer of 
them smoke, drink, have sex or 
have used marijuana or harder 
drugs than Massachusetts kids in 
general. 

But half of last year’s senior 
class had tried marijuana. Hun- 
dreds had had sex. During the past 
five years at least 46 percent of 
Andover High students said they 


had drunk alcohol in the previous 
month. More than 100 said they’d 
considered suicide, and dozens 
had attempted to end their lives. 

“Drinking is very big on week- 
ends,” says Kaitlin Hyde, a senior 
at AHS. “Marijuana is like an 
everyday thing (with many stu- 
dents).” 

Ironically, a red and white sign 
posted at the school’s gate pro- 
claims AHS to be a “drug-free 
zone.” Police, of course, try to 
keep drugs out of Andover in gen- 
eral.

“T think that the police zero tol- 
erance (rule) is very strict and is 
effective,” says student Megan 
Pinksten, co-founder of GLAM,

There’s a solemn reason 
why the town decided to orga- 
nize the Andover Youth Ser- 
vices department seven years 
ago. 

“The year before I started 
here — 1993 to 1994 — was a 
very hard time for Andover,” 
says Bill Fahey, Youth Services 
director. “(The town suffered) 
the loss of three young people. 
There was a lot of concern in 
the community.” 

Three Andover kids had 
committed suicide within about 
a one-year period. The commu- 
nity, hoping to prevent more 
tragedies, decided to react and 
set up the Youth Services 
Department. 

Fahey says Andover has 
made great strides since then, 
but adds that the town needs to 
do more. 

Results from the Youth Risk 
Behavior Survey report that 14 
percent of Andover High stu- 
dents — about 224 kids — have 
seriously contemplated killing 
themselves. About 8 percent — 
128 kids — have actually tried. 

“We can’t risk letting a 
young person harm themselves. 
We have to always ask the 
question, are we doing 
enough?” says Fahey. 

In response to the suicides 
from 1993 to 1994, the town 
formed a group called Andover 
CARES to drum up support for 
troubled teens and promote 
awareness Of problem issues. 
Another group, Parent to Par- 
ent, tackles the issues of drugs, 
depression and suicide. Last 
week Fahey spoke to parents at 
a talk titled “You Need To 
Know” about those issues. “It 
could be any kid at any time,”

he says. 

“The students who start 
thinking about suicide are not 
stereotypical ‘troubled’ kids,” 
says Dave Nichols, schools’ 
health coordinator. 

“They're not kids who par- 
ticipate in risky behaviors,” he 
says. “They are just kids who 
take the world on their shoul- 
ders. They’re the kids who are 
doing everything right.” 

Peter Anderson, principal of 
Andover High, says that facul- 
ty, as well as students, are 
always looking out for troubled 
teens. “We look for any kids 
who exhibit signs of depression 
or anxiety. That’s your best pre- 
vention.” 

But it’s not always easy to 
spot, Fahey warns. “Generally, 
suicide can kind of sneak 
underneath everybody — the 
caring adults, the friends,” he 
says. The best way to combat it 
is to talk to the kids themselves. 

“I’m not a big believer in 
experts on youth. I think (kids) 
know what’s going on in their 
own world,” Fahey says. “It’s 
up to us to engage them in dis- 
cussions for solutions.”

Girls Leadership Action Motiva- 
tors. Despite that, she says many 
of her fellow students abuse drugs. 
“Kids say, ‘Cops stink! There's 
nothing going on here!’ But the 
reality is, whatever is going on is 
illegal.” 

The Andover Police Depart- 
ment started a substance abuse 
unit in December of 1999 when 
several AHS parents expressed 
concerns about their children 
abusing drugs, says Det. Sgt. Don 
Pattullo. In early 2000, Detective 
Mike Lane tracked down two 
AHS kids who had been commis- 
sioned by a Texas man to sell acid 
in the Greater Lawrence area. He 
had shipped LSD to the students 
in little bottles during the previous 
year, and the kids sold the drug for 
$10 per hit. 

Lane interviewed many AHS 
students during the investigation 
last year, Pattullo says. He found 
no evidence that the kids had sold 
acid on school grounds; however, 
“that’s not to say they weren't,” he 
adds. 

Police did not press charges 
against the two students, whose 
names Pattullo will not reveal, 
because they “cooperated” in the 
investigation, leading police to the 
man in charge of the operation. 
Greg Giamboii of Texas was 
arrested last week and arraigned in 
a Boston federal court. 

Pattullo is confident that no 
other Andover High students 
joined in the selling of acid in 
2000 — and he’s confident that the 
substance abuse unit is doing the 
best job it can. 

“I've only got two guys work- 
ing 40 hours a week. In reality, it’s 
not enough manpower to handle 
the drug problem that the kids say 
is in the school.” 

If the Andover Police Depart- 
ment is going to keep on top of the 
school’s drug problem, Pattullo 
says he needs more money for 
overtime, training and equipment. 
He also needs the students who 
know what’s going on to come 
forward with their information. 

“We would like to get to the 
people who are bringing the stuff 
into the school and put a stop to it 
there,” Pattullo says. “If they say 
that 43 percent is smoking mari- 
juana, I believe they’re probably 
right. But a lot of kids feel as 
though they don’t want to call the 
police or get involved.” 
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Police, health officials try to target drug-related behavior 


Involving kids 

Kids do want to get involved 
with the programs offered by 
Youth Services Director Bill 
Fahey. He’s leading an effort to 
construct a youth center in town to 
keep kids busy after school and 
away from drugs. 

“When kids are in school, their 
level of risk (for unhealthy behav- 
ior) is minimal,” Fahey says. “It's 
the out-of-school hours that we're 
trying to address.” 

Several years ago, the 7Jowns- 
man did a series showing that kids 
do not necessarily become 
involved in risky behavior late at 
night, but rather in the afternoon, 
following school and before their 
parents return home. That issue 
still exists, though youth services 
and Andover High continue to 
offer more programs. 

The current Youth Services 
Department is located in Town 
Offices, where some kids hang out 
after school — something that’s cru- 
cial to a healthy mind, Fahey adds. 

“Andover is a fast-paced place. 
Kids never have any down time. 
(They need) at least an hour a day 
to relax... before taking on their 
next challenge.” 

Students and AHS faculty say 
that kids are not lacking outlets or 
resources for their emotions and 
problems. Many praise the 
school’s guidance department, the 
numerous support groups and the 
after-school activities. 

“The guidance counselors here 
are great. I have a great relation- 
ship with mine,” says student 
Jason Crabb, who spends his after- 
school time in football and track. 

“For just about everyone in the 
school there is someone they'd go 
to (if they had a problem),” agrees 
Deb Burch, science teacher and 
advisor for the Gay-Straight 
Alliance. But she acknowledges 
that there could be a few students 
that slip between the cracks. 

“I think the true loners — and 
there are some at Andover High — 
are fairly few and far between,” 
she says. “From the kids I work 
with, I can’t say (drug abuse) is 
higher. But definitely when kids 
are in situations that cause them 
pain, one of the things they do is 
self-medicate. For any young per- 
son coming out, the process to 
themselves and their friends and 
family can be painful.” 

Andover in general can be a 
stressful community for kids, says 
Dave Nichols, schools health coor- 
dinator. ““There’s a lot of pressure 
in Andover to succeed, to look 
right. Their parents have been very 
successful for the most part, and 
they’re trying to follow suit.” 

“Because Andover High is such 
a big place there are so many 
places for people to fall through 
the cracks,” says Pinksten. ““Some- 
one who’s struggling academical- 
ly, or cut from a sports team, that

can be an incredible amount of 
pressure.” 


School solutions? 


Although the number of 
Andover kids in each at-risk cate- 
gory is lower than the statewide 
average, school officials say 
they’re not satisfied. 

“We have pretty nice stats — 
except if it’s your kid. So I can't 
say they're nice statistics,” says 
Nichols. 

No one knows that better than 
the students themselves, who see 
visible evidence of drug use on 
school property frequently. Just 
last week senior Joe Defabrizio 
said he learned that a fellow stu- 
dent had drank an entire bottle of 
cough syrup. 

“There was some girl that 
drank a bottle of Robitussen and 
she puked in class,” he says. “It 
was pretty dumb.” 

So what changes has the school 
system made since receiving their 
sometimes alarming survey stats’? 
Nichols says the state Department 
of Education has requested that 
communities use health programs 
it calls exemplary. Andover 
already used three such programs, 
but is trying others. From third 
through eighth grade, Andover 
students are taught social compe- 
tency and life skills. Older kids 
role play, practicing what they 
might do if confronted with an 
unwanted situation. 

“Teaching kids to know what 
drugs are doesn’t necessarily stop 
them from taking drugs. It’s actu- 
ally practicing how to deal with 
those situations,” says Nichols. 
“How do you stop somebody? 
How do you address this? How do 
you become assertive?” 

Nichols argues that no amount 
of education will eradicate drug 
and other problems, however. 

“People can say policies make 
a difference, but I believe it’s 
involvement — parental involve- 
ment and school involvement,” he 
says.

Former banker was on state Top 10 list 


After dodging payments, dad must pay

Resident Linda Borland can’t 
quite figure what happened to her 
ex-husband two years ago when he 
stopped paying child support and 
ran off with his Haverhill girl- 
friend. 

“] think he went through a mid- 
life crisis or something, because 
he’s not a bad person,” she says. 

She’s referring to Myles Bor- 
land, 63, who was released a free 
man Monday after serving time 
since June for failing to support his 
children. At one point he was list- 
ed as one of the “10 Most Wanted” 
deadbeat dads in the state. 

Linda Borland, a York Street 
resident, is trying to look on the 
bright side. She doesn’t want to 
talk about the case; she doesn’t 
want to badmouth her ex-husband. 
She’s just happy it’s over. 

“T never wanted to see him in 
jail. Who would want that?” she 
says. The family had lived togeth- 
er on School Street for years 


before the couple divorced. They 
have two children, now ages 17 
and 20. 

Myles Borland dodged child- 
support payments during a two- 
year trip across the country with 
his Haverhill girlfriend, Donna 
Blake, according to an Eagle-Tri- 
bune story that ran on Father’s 
Day. The father of two is a former 
regional president for BankBoston 
and also worked for Citibank, says 
Linda Borland. 

Police arrested him in Ohio last 
June and kept him at the Middle- 
sex County House of Correction 
on $1 million bail, on charges of 
willfully violating a court order 
and leaving the state without pay- 
ing child support. 

On Monday Myles Borland 
pleaded guilty to both charges. 
According to the Eagle-Tribune, 
his time spent in jail covered the 
sentence the judge gave him, and 
he walked out a free man, into the 
arms of his girlfriend Blake. 


Despite it all, Linda Borland 
says she’s staying positive simply 
because she sees no value in har- 
boring hard feelings. 

“This is really awkward. We’ve 
lived in town a long time. This was 
my last resort because he had sim- 
ply stopped paying,” she says. She 
will receive the remaining $25,000 
owed to her through her ex-hus- 
band’s pensions and Social Securi- 
ty. He is obligated to pay child 
support until his youngest child is 
out of college. 

The mother hopes that her chil- 
dren will rebuild their relationship 
with their father. “They have no 
contact with him now,” she says. “I 
hope that will change.” 

Linda Borland also says she’s 
confident that she’ ll receive all the 
money she’s due. “We have made 
sure that it is from reliable sources, 
and he doesn’t even have to do 
anything,” she says. “I’m a fair 
person, even though I’m angry at

They are charged with 23 
offenses including identity fraud, 
forging checks and conspiracy — 
and there could be more coming, 
says Sgt. Det. Don Pattullo. 

The fraud operation is a simple 
process, he adds. 

“They open up a bank account 
using legitimate monies for 60 
bucks or 100 bucks,” says Pattullo. 
“A few days later they come back 
with a check they’ve stolen from 
somewhere — usually it’s a busi- 
ness check for a considerable 
amount of money — and they alter 
the check to be made out to their 
fraudulent name.” 

Police say that Jelenic and 
Boilard did just that, depositing 
checks totaling more than 
$130,000 in various banks 
throughout the Greater Lawrence 
area. 

“Sovereign Bank did a good 
job.” says Pattullo. “They didn't 
feel good about the woman last 
week when she opened the 
account.” 

Soon after, Boilard entered the 
bank and attempted to deposit a 
check for $20,000 into Jelenic’s 
account. The bank employees 
called the police. 

The couple pled not guilty to 
the charges at Lawrence District 
Court Monday. They are being 
held on $25,000 bail. 

Boilard was also charged on a 
warrant for fines due for cocaine 
possession. 

The Andover Police Depart- 
ment is working with banks in 
North Carolina, California and 
several other states, as well as 
Canada, says Pattullo. The Eagle- 
Tribune reported Tuesday that fed- 
eral agencies will likely join the 
investigation.

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All they want for Christmas is college acceptance 


High-school seniors who applied early decision or action await college decisions next week 


By Kevin Holzapfel 

As if Christmas packages and 
gift catalogs weren’t enough, 
postal workers have another force 
to deal with during December: the 
high school senior. 

Dec. 15 marks the date when 
most students who applied early 
decision or early action to college 
will receive their respective col- 
leges’ decisions in the mail. Need- 
less to say, those students will be 
waiting in earnest for the mail to 
arrive this week. 

Allison Collins, head of the 
guidance department at Andover 
High School, notes that a “sub- 
stantial portion” of the 400 mem- 
bers of the class of 2002 have 
applied either early decision of 
early action. Anywhere between 
20 and 25 percent of the students 
will do so. The difference between 
the two approaches to applying 
comes within the conditions of 
admission. Early-decision stu- 
dents are contractually bound to 
attend that particular school if 
accepted. Early-action students 
are not. They merely are informed 
of the school’s decision earlier 
than the normal April 15 date. 

“Students apply early decision 
because they have done a thorough 
job of researching their schools,” 
Collins says. “If a student selects a 
school that is an appropriate 
match, then they have a good 
chance (of being admitted).” 

According to the Andover High 
School guidance department, 
applying early to college has 
become more popular for a num- 
ber of reasons. The most common 
and logical reason for students to 
get the early jump on the applica- 
tion process is so they will finish 
earlier. The admissions process 


itself is long and tedious, and the 
prospect of completing it in four 
months as opposed to eight is 
highly attractive to students who 
want to enjoy their last year of 
high school. 

Another reason students apply 
early decision is because some 
seniors believe it will give them a 
slight advantage. By making the 
early commitment to one school, 
students believe admissions offi- 
cers might be more inclined to 
return the commitment, knowing 
that they will receive a student 
who meets their criteria. 

For the students who apply 
early, this time of year can be 
likened to that of early April for 
accountants: very stressful. And 
for good reason. This is the first 
major life decision that many stu- 
dents have made. 

“(The application process) is 
hard in the sense that you have to 
look at yourself and see who you 
are,” says senior Danielle Men- 
doza. “This is what you’re going 
to do with the rest of your life.” 

While more students are apply- 
ing early, the application process 
itself also has undergone some- 
what of a change during the last 
10 years. Colleges and universities 
weigh a prospective student’s 
qualifications differently. Accord- 
ing to Collins, the main focus of 
college admissions has shifted 
from results of standardized tests 
like the SAT and ACT to students’ 
grades and course selection. 

“It’s not any harder applying 
early,” Collins mentions. “But 
early decision may give students a 
slight edge. Again it all depends 
on (whether the student and uni- 
versity) are an appropriate match.” 

Finding that appropriate match

is an involved process in itself. 
Aside from filling out the applica- 
tion, students must research the 
school, visit the campus, and meet 
with admissions counselors. With 
so many colleges and universities, 
a student must narrow his or her 
choices to a select few within a 
short period of time. Mendoza 
mentions that an increasing num- 
ber seniors are limiting the num- 
ber of schools to which they apply 


to four or five. It is recommended 
to the students that they select two 
schools they are certain they will 
be accepted (“safety schools”), 
two schools they most likely will 
gain admission to, and one or two 
long shots or “reaches.” 

“With all of the schools out 
there, you realize the importance 
of seeing the school and making a 
final list,’ Mendoza adds. 

The most popular schools to 


which Andover High seniors 
apply are Boston College, Tufts 
University, Brown University, 
Cornell University, and Bentley 
College. according to the guidance 
department. Mendoza herself has 
narrowed her search down to five 
schools, all in the Northeast. 

For senior Kristen Moffitt, 
Christmas came back in October 
when she found out she had been 
accepted early to East Carolina 
University. Kristen applied 
through early rolling admission 
where the school has various 
application and notification dead- 
lines. “I was caught off guard 
(when notified back in October) 
but I was glad because if I didn’t 
get in I would have had to look 
elsewhere,” she says. 

As far as the application 
process in general goes, Moffitt 
agrees that it is very stressful. 
After compiling a large list of 
prospective schools over the sum- 
mer and fighting off the fear and 
procrastination plaguing students, 
Moffitt, like many other seniors, 
had to whittle her list down to a 
chosen few. 

Students like Kaitlin O’ Malley, 
who applied early action, should 
hear from their colleges of choice 
any day now. O'Malley, a captain 
on the Andover High girls’ three- 
time state champion swim team, 
sent her application to Boston 
College. While the application 
process seemed “overwhelming at 
first” when she began it during her 
junior year, O'Malley chose to 
focus her search on Catholic uni- 
versities located near major cities, 
as she felt that there are more 
opportunities for internships in 
metropolitan areas. 


Grandfathering: Allowing kids to remain at school for year 


School Committee members wait for data to be compiled, decision coming at Dec. 18 meeting

Decision day is quickly 
approaching for the Andover 
School Committee. It must decide 
what it will do about fifth- and 
eighth-graders who want to remain 
in their current school for their 
final year at that level. 

Since 1999, when it was decid- 
ed that two new schools would be 
constructed in town, the issue of 
redistricting has garnered atten- 
tion. 

If passed, a grandfathering 
clause would permit parents of stu- 
dents entering grades 5 and 8 to 


have the option to keep their chil- 
dren in their current elementary or 
middle school for their final years, 
as opposed to sending them to a 
new school for one year. 

Earlier this year, a preliminary 
survey was sent out to 400 parents 
whose children would be eligible 
for grandfathering. About 90 of 
those surveyed said they would 
want their child to remain where 
he or she currently attends school. 
On Nov. 30, another survey was 
sent out to parents asking the same 
question, to get a better idea about 
what people want. Those who do 


not respond to the survey will be 
considered as not wanting their 
child to be grandfathered. 

The results of the survey, which 
were supposed to be returned by 
Wednesday, Dec. 12, the day the 
Townsman went to press, will give 
the School Committee a clearer 
understanding of public opinion. 
However, that opinion will not 
determine if children will be 
grandfathered. 

“We will sincerely look at the 
data. If there is no serious impact 
on classes or students, then let’s go 
with it,” says Superintendent of 


Schools Dr. Claudia L. Bach. “We 
just don’t know yet. (We have to 
ask) what is the best course for the 
children when determining (the 
decision).” 

That decision will be made at 
the School Committee meeting on 
Dec. 18. 

If grandfathering is passed, 
those students remaining at their 
current school would not be 
afforded bus transportation. In 
addition, if the number of students 
in each classroom rises above the 
median in these schools, then not 
only would teachers need to relo- 


cate from other schools, but addi- 
tional staff members would have to 
be hired. Given the limited flexi- 
bility of the town’s school budget, 
that consideration will be a factor. 

However, some parents clearly 
believe the idea of letting students 
stay with friends and familiar sur- 
roundings has merit. 

“We need to do the right thing 
for the entire student body. Each 
school must remain viable in terms 
of programs and staffing. It could 
be that grandfathering won't even 
impact (the student body). We just 
don’t know yet,” says Bach.

Brooks Pharmacy buys Osco 


Maxi Drug Inc., owner of Brooks Pharmacy, 
announced earlier this month that it has acquired 80 of 
Albertson’s Inc. Osco Drug stores throughout New Eng- 

- Jand. The buyout will affect all Osco Drug stores locat- 
ed in Maine, Massachusetts, and New Hampshire. The 
sale, approximated at $240 million, is expected to be 
finalized in January after government review. 

For local consumers, this most likely will not involve 
much of a change. Karen Ramos, head of public rela- 
tions for Osco Drug, says that in areas such as the Mer- 
rimack Valley that house both Brooks Pharmacies and 
Osco Drug stores, regulatory officials from Maxi Drug 
Inc. will conduct individual inventories on local stores 
to determine if it is financially sound to continue their 
operation. Currently there are Osco Drugs in North 
Andover, Methuen, Lawrence, and Salem, N.H. 

Brooks Pharmacy is found in Andover’s Shawsheen 

_ Plaza, Lawrence, and Salem. A possible issue might 
surface from the North Andover and Andover stores due 
to their locations being less than two miles apart, said 
Ramos. However, Ramos assures local consumers that 
they will not be affected by the buyout. 

“Other than the name on the building, not much will 
change. It will be the same product, and the same peo- 
ple working there,” she says. 

The individual inventories will be completed by the 
end of January, according to Ramos. Once the decision 
is made to either keep a store open or close it down, the 
change will take place immediately the next day. 

“This transaction represents a win-win opportunity

A family affair 


Daughter to join mom at 52-year-old Taylor Shop clothing store

Walk by 25 Barnard St. in down- 
town Andover and you might not real- 
ize you have just walked by one of the 
town’s family-owned institutions. 

The Taylor Shop, owned by Sy and 
Millie Vogel, has provided area women 
with chic fashions for more than 50 
years. Now, what started as a small 
family business has just become a larg- 
er family business as the Vogel’s 
daughter Nancy has joined her mother 
in managing the everyday operations of 
the store. Sy has since retired. 

Maintaining she is not retiring, Mil- 
lie Vogel plans to show her daughter 
the ropes for when that time does 
come. 

In the meantime, she will continue 
to serve her customers the same way 
she did back in 1949, when the Taylor 
Shop first opened in Lawrence. 

“IT need to keep working to retain 
my sanity,” Vogel jokes. “But when I 
do (retire) I'll have plenty of time for 
bungee jumping.” 

Nancy joins the Taylor Shop after 
spending the last 15 years working as a 
management consultant. After numer- 
ous trips around the world and millions 
of frequent flier miles, the rigors of 


such work did not hold the same 
appeal, especially after the Sept. 11 
attacks, she says. She also had worked 
in the family store for nine years after 
graduating from college. 

“tT was traveling around the world 
six days a week. I didn’t want to travel 
anymore. I was literally leaving Sun- 
day morning and getting back Friday 
night,” she says. 

Nancy will not only take over the 
financial operations for her father, but 
she will do everything from backroom 
management to buying merchandise. 
Like her parents did before her, Nancy 
says she'll let no detail go unnoticed. In 
fact, it is their attention to detail that 
the Vogels believe has allowed them to 
stay competitive with larger chain 
stores. 

“We know our customers,” Nancy 
says. “People will come in and ask 
‘what do you have for me?” and we can 
show them. We can anticipate their 
needs and wants.” 

Millie agrees. When asked what her 
fondest memory of the Taylor Shop is, 
she simply replies “the people.” 

“We meet a great many wonderful 
people. It’s the personal business.” 

She even stays in touch with many 


of her customers who have moved 
away from the area. She says recently 
received a correspondence from a for- 
mer customer who now lives outside of 
Cleveland.

Mr. Coker, 72, was working in 
New York as an illustrator at Mad 
Magazine when he was introduced 
to producer Arthur Rankin, half of 
Rankin/Bass, the partnership 
responsible for “Frosty the Snow- 
man,” “Rudolph the Red-Nosed 
Reindeer” and other animated holi- 
day classics. Mr. Coker explains 
how he came on board the project: 
“Arthur sent me the script, and the 
story was good. Although I'd heard 
the song, I’d never seen the book. 
So I came up with the concept of a 
jolly snowman and put a top hat on 
him with a little flower in the hat- 
band, a corn cob pipe, coal eyes. I 
added a scarf and broom to give 
him human-like characteristics.” 
Mr. Coker sent his concept draw- 
ings to Mr. Rankin and partner 
Jules Bass, who approved them 
immediately. “Frosty” quickly 
moved on to the storyboard phase 
and then to Japan, where the half- 
hour special was fully animated. 

“Frosty the Snowman” hit the 
small screen on CBS in December 
1969, featuring the voice talents of 
comedian Jackie Vernon as Frosty 
and character actor Billy DeWolfe 
as The Magician. Since its original 
broadcast, “Frosty the Snowman” 
has aired on the network every 
year, earning it the reputation as 
the second most watched holiday 
special in CBS history.

Chicken soup and hot beverages 
increase the flow of nasal secre- 
tions, helping alleviate cold symp- 
toms. Of course, the taste and 
wonderful aroma of chicken soup 
may be an important part of the 
beneficial effects. 

Echinacea (purple coneflower) 
offers mild protection against 
colds and flu and seems to limit 
the duration and intensity of symp- 
toms in those who do get sick. 
Echinacea is available at many 
health food stores as a tincture. 
You can also make tea using fresh 
echinacea leaves. Begin taking 
echinacea when you first feel the 
symptoms of a cold or flu and con- 
tinue for a few days. Do not take 
this regularly for a longer period of 
time, since it seems to become less 
effective after eight weeks of con- 
tinued use. Those with auto- 
immune disorders, such as lupus 
and multiple sclerosis, should not 
take echinacea because of its 
effects on the immune system. 

Vitamin C intake should be 
increased during a cold or flu. 
Your body does not manufacture 
vitamin C, so you need to get it 
through food or a vitamin supple- 
ment. 

If cold or flu symptoms continue 
beyond a.week or are accompa- 
nied by a high fever, persistent 
cough, swollen glands or greenish 
nasal secretions, it could signify a 
more serious problem. Contact 
your health-care provider for an 
evaluation.

Drink and be merry with

Food is often the focus of holi- 
day gatherings. But, don’t dis- 
miss the dazzle factor of drinks. 
Hot or cold, for grown-ups or 
children, with or without alco- 
hol, specialty drinks can add 
sparkle to a festive occasion. 

With purchased syrup and club 
soda, you can treat your little 
guests to something special. 

“Kids love the Italian sodas,” 
says Gina Boring, owner of 
Bella Dolci Bakery & Eatery in 
North Canton, Ohio. “We make 
them with Torani syrup.” The 
syrups are available in a multi- 
tude of flavors. 

“You take two shots of syrup - 
anything, strawberry, cherry, 
raspberry, vanilla, orange, what-

It tastes 
just like a Creamsicle,” Ms. Bor- 
ing says. “Torani has all kinds of 
flavors. A lot of them would be 
good in coffee, like hazelnut.” 

Coffee drinks are always a hit, 
says Ed Meeks, co-owner of 
Latte-Da in Perry Township.

Mr. Meeks says. “It’s made with 
espresso, Ghirardelli chocolate 
syrup, peppermint — syrup, 
steamed milk, and topped off 
with whipped cream and a pep- 
permint candy cane.” 

If you have an _ espresso 
machine, mix two ounces of 
espresso with six ounces of 
steamed milk. Add one ounce of 
melted Ghirardelli chocolate (or 
Hershey’s syrup), one ounce of 
peppermint syrup and top with 
condiments. If you don’t have an 
espresso machine, don’t worry. 

“Just use half coffee and half 
milk,” Mr. Meeks says. “But 
steamed milk is essential.” 

To make the peppermint drink 
on the stove, simply heat milk 
between 140 and 160 degrees. 
“Tt helps to use a candy ther- 
mometer,” Mr. Meeks says. 
“Anything over 160 starts to 
burn milk.” 

The key to great coffee, Mr. 
Meeks adds, is great beans. 

“We sell beans whole or 
ground for coffee-makers and it 
is roasted weekly,” he says.

Christmas may be the one time 
of the year that you feel com- 
pelled to get crafty. 

Home-baked cookies, do-it- 
yourself decorating and personal 
touches on packages are the start- 
ing points, but when you really 
want to get into the spirit of the 
season, light a fire,.make some 
hot cocoa, put on a CD of Christ- 
mas carols and get creative with 
these easy-to-make ornaments 
that even kids can do. 

All of these ornaments can be 
displayed together. The designs 
coordinate with each other, and if 
done in a cohesive color scheme, 
they will create an interesting, 
richly textured, whimsical tree. 
Or, use just one technique to 
spruce up an existing ornament 
collection. 


Shine on 

Personalize store-bought _ ball 
ornaments, available in sets of 12, 
in a range of colors, with the fol- 
lowing easy and effective tech- 
niques. 

Select the colors and designs 
you want to use. Use various 
sized balls of every color for a 
festive, funky tree, or stick with 
two or three colors for a more tra- 
ditional look. 

Use ordinary fingernail polish to 
add glittery swirls, silky stripes or 
sparkling snowy caps to the glass 
balls, suggests “Simply Hand- 
made: 175 Easy Gifts and Decora- 
tions You Can Make,” by Better 
Homes and Gardens, a magazine 
collection of projects from the 
“Simply Handmade” book. 

Try traditional red and green 
stripes, swirls of celestial silver, 
gold and blue or dots of white 
glitter polish for a snowy look. 

“Use the brush included with the 
fingernail polish to paint the orna- 
ment,” advises “Simply Hand- 
made.” “The polish may pull off 
some of the original color of the 
ornament. This will create an 
interesting look, revealing the sil- 
ver beneath. Cover the entire 
ornament with fingernail polish 
strokes, or simply add random 
designs.” 

For added effect, glue sequins or 
small gems over the painted areas 
of the ornaments, suggests “Sim- 
ply Handmade.” 

Painting with fingernail polish 
results in large, bold strokes of 
shimmering color. For more pre- 
cise designs, use permanent 
metallic markers, available at craft 
stores. 


Use silver and gold markers, or 
any other color combination, to 
add swirls, squiggles or stripes to 
colored or clear ball ornaments, 
suggests “Simply Handmade.” 

For a truly original ornament, 
combine both techniques. On a 
ruby red ornament, edge stripes 
with gold marker and fill with sil- 
ver glitter nail polish.

A touch of texture 

Ball ornaments are a simple, 
classic way to dress a tree. These 
textured ball ornaments add a spe- 
cial depth and interest to a tree 
that shiny, smooth balls alone 
can’t create. 

Foam spheres coated in small 
items such as beans, rice, popcorn 
kernels, pasta or sunflower seeds 
can be painted to match or empha- 
size any color scheme. 

To create these ornaments, 
select Styrofoam spheres, avail- 
able at craft supply stores, in a 
range of sizes. Select the type of 
texture you want: Unpopped pop- 
corn creates a chunky, bumpy sur- 
face, while sunflower seeds create 
a coarser coat. 

“To cover a ball in small items, 
fill a paper plate with rice, beans 
or seeds,” states “Simply Hand- 
made.” “Using a craft stick, coat 
one section of the foam ball at a 
time with a generous amount of 
glue. Roll the coated ball in the 
plate or use your fingers to place 
the items on the foam ball.” 

Cover the entire ball in small 
items and let it dry. Use acrylic 
paint to decorate the finished 
product, being sure to work the 
paint into the crevices. To add 
metallic highlights, put a small 
amount of gold or silver paint on

Use a drinking straw or pencil 
to add a hole to the top of each 
shape. Let the ornaments air dry.

Safety and security 

While crime is down, unfor- 
tunately, crime still exists.

In 
the holiday crush, it is easy to 
misplace belongings or have 
them spirited away when you 
aren’t looking.

Watch out for older friends 
and family members 

Scams and frauds perpetrat- 
ed against the elderly are all 
too common, especially dur- 
ing the holiday season. There- 
fore; 

¢ Be alert to any unusual 
financial behavior on the part 
of an older friend or family 
member. The withdrawal of 
large amounts of cash by an 
elder may be a warning sign 
that fraud is in progress. 

¢ Many local banks partici- 
pate in the association’s elder- 
ly scam-prevention initiative 
called the Bank Reporting 
Project. Consult your bank or 
local police if you suspect 
that a fraud may be in 
progress.

For many party hosts, less 
thought is put into what type of 
music to play than into what type 
of mayonnaise goes on the finger 
sandwiches. 

With New Year’s Eve rapidly 
approaching, isn’t it about time you 
learned the methodology behind 
the proper party-mix tape? Yes, 
methodology. A proper party-mix 
tape is the result of an intricate 
knowledge of musical aesthetics, 
party psychology and professional 
recording techniques. 

You know the scene: 15 total 
strangers sit around a living room, 
staring at one another and their 
watches, as a radio station or Elton 
John’s “Goodbye Yellow Brick 
Road” album plays. These people 
might not even be conscious of 
why they’re bored, but you can bet 
things would pick up if one turned 
to another and declared, “I love 
this song!” 

The party-mix tape can transform 
this magic moment into reality. 
Because no one artist can satisfy 
every party-goer’s tastes (not even 
the Jackson 5), CDs by individual 
artists are no good. Even if they’re 
loaded into a carousel and shuffled, 
they all contain bad and obscure 
songs (some compilations, such as 
Rhino’s “Poptopia” series, not 
withstanding). 


As for radio stations, is that

The most important rule of party- 
mix taping is to consider your audi- 
ence.

that Styx is the most underrated 
rock band in history. You must 
divorce yourself from your person- 
al great taste and realize that other 
people enjoy music that is awful. 

If you’ve invited girls you met at 
the video arcade, for example, the 
downside is that you will need to 
include some ‘N Sync and Britney 
Spears to keep them from doing 
two laps around your living room 
then scramming to the late show at 
the multiplex. 

Also, never leave more than two 
seconds of silence between songs. 
You want to do everything possible 
to keep your guests from suddenly 
realizing where they really are and

what idiots they’re really convers- 
ing with. 

With these rules in mind, it’s time 
to think about pacing. You’re not 
making a random collection of 
songs, you're directing a party. 
There should be an emotional arc 
to the mix, one that nudges the 
evening’s events along a planned 
path of fun. 

Rowdy rock songs are the best 
way to start. One person will 
always be unlucky enough to arrive 
first, and your mix tape must con- 
vince this schnook that the party 
will, in fact, pick up. Would you 
rather walk into an empty house to 
the tune of the Beastie Boys’ 
“Fight for Your Right” or Eric Car- 
men’s “All By Myself”? 

Tempo should be way up for the 
first hour: Think  Nirvana’s 
“Smells Like Teen Spirit” or the 
Offspring’s “Self-Esteem.” The 
volume should be jacked, too. 


Nobody remembers anyone else’s| | 


name when they first get intro- 
duced anyway. Plus, if the music’s 
deafening enough, maybe people 
won’t bother trying to tell you that 
they have to leave in a half-hour, 
which is always a lie. 

About 10 songs into the record- 
ing process, you're likely to be 
faced with a decision that has 
plagued party-tape — philosophers 
for eons. It’s the end of your first 
45-minute side. Should you start 


the next song and have your player | 


flip it before the end, inserting up 


to 10 seconds of unwanted silence 
in the middle? Or should you leave 
the end of the side blank and sub- 
ject your party to up to two cricket- 
filled minutes before the next 
song? 

The best solution is neither. You 
must erase your last song and try to 
find two shorter ones to fill the 
space with, so that the music lasts 
right up until that dreaded piece of 
un-recordable white tape appears in 
the cassette-deck window. Some- 
times, you'll have to make as many 
as six song replacements before hit- 
ting upon the correct sequence. But 
proper editing pays off. James 
Cameron’s original cut of “Titan- 
ic,” for example, was more than 
four hours long. 

So far, people should have been 
+ nodding their heads to your party- 
mix tape, without being tempted to 
dance, since they weren’t drunk 
enough. But by Side B, they will 
already have sampled two cocktails 
made with that acidic vodka left 
over from last Christmas. And, 
since that conversation in the cor- 
ner about ski resorts will be about 
as attractive as the prospect of gut- 
ting flounder, dancing will begin to 
} seem like a good idea. 

Which disco music to introduce 
is a dicey prospect. Everyone will 
dance that stupid dance to 
“YMCA.” However, they will all 
feel cheap afterward and someone 


Following are some music- 
mixing tips to help your bash 
be a real booty shaker. 

* A stereo, not a boom-box: 
Successful parties require loin- 


vibrating bass. 
¢ A cassette recorder/player that 
flips sides automatically: 


There’s no longer silence than 
those 30 seconds when the 
music stops at a party before 
someone flips the tape. 

¢ A blank 90-minute cassette, 
not a 60-minute one: You don’t 
want to worry about changing a 
tape every hour on the hour. 
Also, make sure your cassette 
is completely blank. If you 
record over old music, it could 
bleed through. Then everyone 
will know you used to like 
Slaughter, or that you once 
recorded yourself singing 
karaoke to “You Light Up My 
Life." 

¢ CDs: Before you say “duh,” 
the point is that you should not 
record from other cassettes if 
you own a double-tape deck. 
Your recording levels will be 
rendered inoperable and one 
song may be three times as 
loud as the next. (By the way, 
you don’t actually have to buy 
CDs to record the songs they 
contain; they can be borrowed 
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will invariably remark, “Can you 
believe how old we are?” This con- 
versation can only lead to negative 
party vibes. 

Edgier disco utilization is sug- 
gested. “Doctor’s Orders” by Carol 
Douglas and Rod Stewart’s “Do Ya 
Think I’m Sexy” are good bets. 
This can only lead to positive party 
vibes. 

If your party tape has succeeded 
and there are still people staining 
your white couch with bruschetta 
after 90 minutes, by all means, do 
not turn the tape over and start 
again. Hearing the same songs will 
ruin the pacing and subconsciously 
cue people to think they’ve stayed 
long enough. 

You should have a second tape 
ready, one which can play a little 
more with the rules. This tape can 
alternate Frank Sinatra’s “Lady is a 
Tramp” with Run-D.M.C.’s “My 
Adidas,” the Clash’s “Rock the 
Casbah” with “Summer Lovin’” 
from “Grease.” Who cares, since 
everyone’s blitzed anyway? One- 
hit-wonder songs are particularly 
great here, such as “Turning Japan- 
ese” by the Vapors. This is your 
moment to shine, party-tape mixer 
— enjoy it. 

You will probably also want to 
include something from Peter 
Gabriel’s “So” album. This is for 
the benefit of any couple who 
might have made a love connection 


at your party. More romance has 
been had to this album than during 
Johnny Carson’s entire “Tonight 
Show” run. 

As Side B of your final tape 
draws to a close, it will be about | 
a.m., and a guy whose name you 
think is Dan will be confusing your 
bean-bag chair for a guest bed- 
room. Your party tape must now 


function like fluorescent lights 
flickering in a library - to politely 


get people out. 

Slow and annoying is the key for 
your party-mix tape here. And you 
thought Kenny G and Michael 
Bolton would never come in handy 
at a party! 

Good luck party-mixers, but one 
final warning. Even with all this 
advance preparation, there is no 
pleasing everyone. The self-desig- 
nated “music changer” is always a 
potential risk. This person believes 
he’s doing God’s will by sneaking 
up to the cassette deck while 
you’re in the kitchen with the pizza 
rolls. He slowly turns the volume 
down so you don’t notice, then 
cues up the Grateful Dead tape he’s 
just retrieved from his car. 

He’s very sneaky, this guy, and 
he could be responsible for the 
exodus of 10 or 11 guests before 
his crime is uncovered. If you dis- 
cover one in your midst, he must 
be politely informed that his enter- 
tainment expertise is not required.

Tips for cooking up a family 
tradition for the holidays

Sit with the 
kids and make a list of all the neces- 
sary items for the meal, and consid- 
er taking the children with you 
shopping.
